» The Chairman, huwerer,in his eagerness to convince-the rent- 
paying public-—no: the shareholders, who know better -of the 
poor results obtained, spoilt hisawn case by the failasious argument 
of a small return on the capital. That small return of 514 per cent, 
was earned not because the rents pur se were small, but because 
the profits had to bear charges of all description, notably.a sun of 
$43,600 odd, the cost of interest on mortgage, part of which, it is safe 
to assume, related to interest on Mortgage on undeveloped pro- 
perty. In other words, rents are higher than they should be because 

” the Company finds it necessary to borrow for the purpose of trading 
in “undeveloped property. The weak spot in the year’s results is 
notin the low rents, as suggested by. the Chairman, but ino the 
tendency on the part of the Company to over-trade, which is 
evidenced by the large debt due by the Company to mortgages. If it 
‘be good business to hold undeveloped property, the capital necessary 
for that operation should be obtained from the shareholders. That 
capital should not be borrowed, or, if it must.be berrowed, then 
shareholders should remain content with smaller dividends until the 
unearned increment is ripe for the basket. Borrowing for the 
purpose of keeping ‘undeveloped. property, and paying dividends at 

, the game time, must naturally result in increased rentals, otherwise 
the process could not be kept up. . 7 

Turning to the Chairman's statement that the Company has 
been able to finance new blocks of flats in Kowloon and May 
Road by borrowing two-thirds of the capital outlay on land and 
buildings at a reasonable rate of interest, and bearing in mind the 
statement recently.made by H.1%, the Governor that the rentala of 
the new buildings are restricted by agreement so as not to 
exceed 8 per cent. on the capital expenditure, the public 
would be interested to know the manner in which 

’ the capital expended is to be determined. The expendituure 
on the buildings is merely a matter of arithmetic and presents no 
difficulties, but the value of the sites brings up again the question 
of unearned incrément., Will the sites be valued at cost or at 

present-day values? To our mind, cost is the proper basis, but if 
the latter valuation be taken, the nominal rent secured to the public 
by a benevolent Government will be still 8 per cent., but the 
effective rate earned by the Company will be considerably more.

. FREIGHT. . . 

Messrs Wheelock & Co. 
(Shanghai) teport >—As Ex- 
change, whichis the ruling factor 
in the state of our Outward 
Freight markets, has sincé last 
writing soared to the unpreced- 
ented rate of 9'3 per tael (official) 
rate)'the same remarks apply to 
the three ‘berths of which wa 
usually write about and we can 
say that, as regards Shanghai, 
the export trade has practically 
come to a standstill on all three 
berths and except for a little 
cargo, settled at old rates, 
there is nothing offering. 
Coastwise :—Conditions continue 
quict but witha somewhat healrh- 
ier tone in view of revival of bus- 
iness after Chila New Year which 
falls on the 20th of this month, 
As forehadowed in our last report 
Tientsin has remained open and 
before Jong the liners will probably 
resume regular sailings. As re- 
gatds the Yangtze River trade the 
worst seems to be over as far 
as the tack of water is con- 
cerned and this should have o 
baneficial effect on the coasting 
trade in general. The southern 
markets ‘are weak but there is 
some inquiry for business after 
Chira New Year. 
MORE U.S. GOVERNMENT SHIPS. 

Seatcle, January 14:-—-The first 
of the new fast passenger and 
freight vessels for the trans-Pacific 
trade out of Puget Sound will be 
the steamships Wenatchee. Sea 
Gritund American Legion all of 
which have been launched on the 
Atlantic coast and as soon as 
completed will be brought to 
Seattle. 
a speed of 18 knots and are 535 
feétin Jength. They are owned 
by the United States Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. The’ Govern- 
ment has contracted for sixteen 
of these’ vessels, nine of which 
twill be of the 535-foot type and 
seven of the 503-foot class. Keels 
have been laid and actual con- 
straction started on all excep: 
two and work on these will be 
.jstarted soon. The Wenatchee, 
Sea Grit and American Legion, 
it is expected, will operate be- 
tween Puget Sound and the 
Orient. Work has  tem- 
porarily suspended for a 
short time because naval 
architects of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation advised the 
builders that some ‘additional 
changes in ‘cabin arrangements 
would be made. These vessels 
were planned originally as trans- 
ports, but upon signing of the 
armistice it was decided they 
would be converted into passeng- 
er carriers ‘for commercial 
services, They will carry 249 
first-class and 300 third-class 
passengers, The Emergency Fleet 
Corporation plans to place twelve 
of the sixteen steel passenger 
vessels on Pacific routes. The 503: 
foot ships are, to: be slower than 
the other. type, which are 32 feet 
longer. The smaller vessels will 
make about 14}4 knots and have, 
passenger accomodations for oniy 
80persons. Itis planned to place 
these on routes that offer only a 
small number of passengers hut 
a substantial demand for tonnage. 
Inasmuch as the architects have 
not finished their plans for alter- 
‘ations on the larger" vessels it is 
not known how much time will 
elapse before these craft are 
placed in commission, hut itis 
expected they will be operating 
to the Orient by August, 1920.
